Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Marshall,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  on  the  Health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  1950. 

The  health  of  the  community  appears  to  be  satisfactory  as  judged 
from  the  death  rate,  infantile  mortahty  rate  and  the  incidence  of 
infectious  disease.  However,  a truer  index  of  health  would  be  a know- 
ledge of  the  morbidity  rate  with  a proper  classification  of  the  different 
ailments — unfortunately  this  is  not  available.  Recently  the  local 
Health  authority  has  produced  a report  on  Infantile  Mortality  in 
Corby  based  on  a statistical  analysis  of  the  Institute  of  Social  Medicine 
at  Oxford,  and  although  the  findings  are  not  yet  conclusive,  they  will 
no  doubt  form  a basis  for  further  research  especially  into  the  problems 
of  Neonatal  Mortahty,  which  has  remained  high  throughout  the  past 
years. 

Atmospheric  pollution  has  been  tackled  by  the  staff  in  a very 
thorough  manner,  and  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  has  been  honoured 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Association,  as  a result  of  a pubhcation  on 
the  problem. 

During  the  year  several  meetings  were  held  concerning  a proposed 
Diagnostic  Centre  for  General  Medical  Practitioners,  sponsored  by 
the  Nuffield  Provincial  Hospitals  Trust.  The  Oxford  Regional  Hos- 
pital Board  and  the  Northamptonshire  County  Council  have  also 
shown  considerable  interest  as  both  authorities  may  require  accom- 
modation especially  the  Hospital  authority,  with  regard  to  a proposed 
out-patients’  department  and  a maternity  block. 

The  building  effort  of  the  Council  is  exceptional  for  this  size  of 
Authority,  however,  as  distinct  from  comparable  areas,  Corby  is  not 
providing  houses  for  a static  community,  but  for  an  ever  increasing 
list  of  apphcants  attracted  to  the  town  by  the  extension  of  the  local 
steelworks  and  by  the  known  increased  rate  of  building,  coupled  with 
the  prospect  of  a shorter  waiting  period  for  housing. 

I wish  to  express  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  also  to  my  colleagues  for  their 
help  and  co-operation  throughout  the  year.

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SECTION  C.  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water  Supplies. — The  Corby  Urban  District  Council  has  now 
relinquished  all  its  statutory  duties  as  a Water  Undertaking  to  the 
Mid-Northamptonshire  Water  Board.  The  newly  formed  board  took 
over  complete  administration  from  1st  January,  1950.

1.  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Works  of  new  main  sewerage  commenced  during  the  year  were 
hmited  to  a 720  yard  length  of  18'721"  foul  water  sewer  within  the 
boundary  of  the  Lodge  Park  Housing  Site,  and  incidental  to  the 
development  of  that  site. 

The  total  of  1266  new  houses  built  since  the  last  war  resulted  in  a 
flow  of  sewage  at  some  points  approaching  the  full  capacity  of  the 
existing  sewers,  and  this  fact,  together  with  further  large-scale  devel- 
opment proposals  in  hand,  necessitated  the  preparation  of  schemes  for 
duphcate  sewers,  additional  pumping  capacity  and  sewer  extensions. 
This  preparatory  technical  work  reached  an  advanced  stage  and  it  is 
expeaed  that  construction  will  begin  during  the  next  year.  There  was 
one  instance  of  actual  surcharge  and  overflowing  of  a main  sewer, 
largely  due  to  the  infiltration  of  ground  water  during  periods  of  heavy 
rainfall,  but  temporary  measures  were  taken  which  gave  adequate 
reUef. 

The  post-war  development  of  the  District  has  also  fully  taxed  the 
capacity  of  the  existing  sewage  disposal  installation,  and  civil  engin- 
eering consultants  have  been  engaged  to  consider  and  report  upon 
appropriate  measures  of  improvement  and  enlargement,  initially  and 
at  suitable  intervals  over  a ten-year  period,  at  the  end  of  which  it  is 
expected  the  population  will  have  reached  40,000. 

In  considering  future  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  requirements, 
full  regard  has  been  paid  to  the  development  proposals  of  the  Corby 
New  Town  Development  Corporation. 
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2.  Public  Cleansing. — 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  weekly  collection  of  domestic 
refuse  was  resumed,  in  place  of  the  fortnightly  collection  previously 
rendered  necessary  by  war-time  circumstances.  This  improved  service 
has  been  maintained,  notwithstanding  the  extreme  difficulty  of  securing 
and  retaining  sufficient  labour  for  the  purpose. 

The  tipping  of  refuse  in  old  ironstone  workings  has  continued, 
and  although  a proper  standard  of  controlled  tipping  has  not  been 
achieved,  due  to  the  impossibility  of  obtaining  adequate  labour,  all 
practicable  measures  have  been  taken,  including  periodic  covering 
and  levelling  with  mechanical  plant,  to  maintain  the  tip  in  reasonable 
condition. 

The  acquisition  during  the  year  of  a new  sweeper/collector  vehicle 
has  resulted  in  a substantially  improved  and  satisfactory  street  scaveng- 
ing service,  and  street  gully  emptying  by  a new  mechanical  gully 
emptying  vehicle  is  much  more  effective  and  frequent  than  has  hitherto 
been  possible.

SECTION  F.  Infectious  Diseases. — 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  followed  the  same  pattern  as 
last  year  and  was  small  in  relationship  to  the  population  at  risk.  The 
Sonne  Dysentery  occurred  in  a day  nursery — the  children  presented 
few  physical  signs  or  discomfort  other  than  mild  diarrhoea. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925. 
These  empower  the  Council  to  prevent  persons  suffering  from  tuber- 
culosis to  engage  in  the  milk  trade.  No  action  was  taken  during  1950. 

Public  Health  Act,  1925,  Section  62  and  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
Section  172.  No  action  was  taken  under  this  section  whereby  an  in- 
fectious case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  may  be  compulsorily  removed 
to  hospital. 

Fourteen  cases  of  respiratory  and  four  cases  of  non-respiratory 
tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year.  There  were  six  deaths 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  cases  in  the  Register  at  the  end  of  1950  was  85 
of  which  69  were  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis.
